The most costly jury ever impaneled in 
Cook county was completed yesterday morn- 
ing when Albert G. Choate, a union member, 
was accepted as the twelfth man who will 
pass upon the guilt or innocence of the de- 
fendants. im the celebrated Shea case. 

The ending of the quibbling over apparent- 
ly trivial matters, which- had lasted since 
Sept. 18, meant much to the judge, attorneys, 
and the defendants, but to the jurors it meant 
more. It gave a good cause for thankegiy- 
ing, and-what was more—the opportunity 
to enjoy Thanksgiving day with their wives. 
Appreciating the situation, Cook county pro- 
vided a banquet for the jurors and their wives 
at the Morrison hotel. 


The day had looked gloomy enough to the 
eleven men as they filed into the jury box in 
the morning. The agreement had been made + 
that, should the last remadning juror be ob- 
tained during the day, a banquet would be 
given the jurors to celebrate the event. But

Talks of State’s Claim.

Two million dollars will be expended by 
the Illinois Central rallroad in elevating the 
dangerous tracks in Grand Crossing. Work 
on the plans will be started today, and as 
soon as possible men will be placed to work— 
us many as 1,000—so as to push it toward 
completion within a year. 

President J. T. Harahan of the Illinocls 
Central, who arrived in the city last night 
from New York, where he had been attend- 
ing a meeting of stockholders of the railroad, 
brought the news. 

Money for the improvement was appro- 
priated as the last act of the directors before 
adjournment on Wednesday. 


Two Miles of Track Involved. 


„Plans will be prepared at once, said Mr. 
Harahan, for the elevation of the rallroad's 
tracks, starting at Sixty-ninth street, where 
we left off, and extending as far south as 
Fordham, through Grand Crossing. There 
are ten tracks there, and when we have fin- 
ished the elevation there will be room for. 
twelve tracks. The improvement will cost 
$2,000,000, and will take 6 great many men— 
at least 1,000. 

„ ‘There will be 11,000 feet of track to ele- 
vate, or about two miles, and an effort will 
be made to complete the work as soon as pos- 

ible.” 

: The Lake Shore and Pennsylvania lines also 
are to elevate their tracks at Grand Crossing, 
but Mr. Harahan was not posted on provis- 
ions that had been made for the improvement 
by those lines. 

The Grand Crossing tracks long have been 
regarded as among the most dangerous in 
the world, although Mr. Harahan said that 
the Ilitnois Central had not had many acci- 
dents at that point. The railroad has 200 
feet of right of way through that region.

Greed for money prompted Mrs, Maria | 
Boeivich, 8900 Mackinaw avenue, South Chi- 
cago, yesterday to attempt to carry out one 
of the most cold blooded murder plote with 
which the South Chicago police have had to 
deal. 

The woman, who fs a Croation, tried, with 
the aid of two supposed accomplices, to mur 
der and rob Daniel Salmon, 8729 Commercial 
avenue, a collection agent. 

Mrs. Bozivich was locked up at the South 
Chicago police station with her 8 months old 
baby. Her husband, who is employed in the 
Tilinoig steel mille and was at work at the 
time, did not learn of his wife's arrest until 
late last night. 

The attempted murder and robbery oc- 
curred in the home of Mrs. Bozivich in the 
morning. -Salmon, her intended victim, who 
is a collector for M. L. Greenwald.& Co., 268 
Ninety-second street, has been making regu- 
lar visits to the house collecting on a stove 
she bought on the installment plan. 


Decides to Murder Collector. 

Several times when calling the collector 
exhibited sums of money ranging from $100 
to $500. The sight of so much money, more 
than she ever had seen in her life, aroused 
the cupidity of Mrs. Bozivich, and, being a 
large, powerful woman, she planned to fall 
upon Salmon and choke him to death on the 
oceasion of his next visit. 

On Nov. 18 Salmon made his next vistt 
and the woman was prepared ta pounce upon 
him, but at the last moment her courage for- 
sook her and Salmon left the house totally 
unconscious of the fact that he probably 
had escaped being murdered.

When he left the Uni- 
versity of Virginia in 1869 after taking a 
course in civil. engineering he entered the 
employ of the Savannah and Memphis rail- 
road and was assigned to work as rodman 
with a surveying crew. In the succeeding 
three years he worked gradually up to the 
position of principal assistant engineer of 
the road. In 1872 he left the Savannah and 
Memphis to become clerk to the superintend- 
ent of the New Jersey Southern railroad, and 
a year later became assistant supervisor of 
trains for the First division of the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad. 

In 1877 Mr. Spencer became superintendent 
of transportation for the Virginia Midland 
railroad, and a year later was made general 
superintendent of the Long Island railroad. 
The end of another year found him assistant 
to the president of the Baltimore and Ohio. 
One year later he was acting general man- 
ager of the Trans-Ohio divisions of the same 
road, and in the next six years he became 
successively third vice president, second vice 
president, and first: vice president. He was 
elected president of the entire system in 
1887, retaining this position for one year. 

A few months. after his retirement from 
the presidency of the Baltimore and Ohio ne 
became ‘associatéd with the firm of J. P. 
Morgan & Co. and assumed the direction of 
that company’s raliroad enterprises. From 
that time until.the.moment of his tragic 
death today he remained one of the com- 
manding figures in the rallroad world. 

Gen. Schuyler’s Career. , 

Gen. Philip. Schuyler was a member of. a 
family with a particularly distinguished line- 
age. He was a grandson of Gen. Philip 
‘Schuyler of the revolutionary army and a 
grand nephew,of Alexander Hamilton. The 
maternal grandfather of Gen. Schuyler was 
James Alexander Hamilton, who was a son 
of Alexander Hamilton. Phe father of Gen. 
Schuyler was George Lee Schuyler, who gave 
the America cup, the great yachting trophy, 
along with several other men who had formed 
a syndicate for the purpose. 

Gen. Philip Schuyler was born in this city 
in 1836. He was educated at the Harvard 
Scientific school and at the University of 
Berlin. He entered the United States regu- 
lar army on May 14, 1861, as first lieutenant 
of the Fourteenth infantry. He served 
throughout the war and resigned June 30, 
pare having been brevetted a brigadier gen- 


Gen. Schuyler never was active in business, 
living largely the life of a country gentleman 
of the old school. He was long identified, 
however, with the New York Life Insurance 
company, of which he was a trustee at the 
time of his death, and was a director of the 
Southern railway; on which he met his death. 

As a sporteman. clubman, public citizen 
generally, Gen. Schuyler was widely known 
by older and even the younger set of New 
Yorkers. His country home at Ardley has 
been one of the show places of the Hudson. 
It once was the home of Alexander Hamil-

The 
firm, Gill. & Fisher, did the largest grain 
export business in the country. 

After the withdrawal of Gen. Gill, Mr. 
Fisher continued in business. but gradually 
withdrew.

Southern railroads 
attracted his attention and he was heavily 
interested in the developments south. 

For some time Mr. Fisher was director of 
the Old Seaboard Air line. He had been 
president of the chamber of commerce and 
the board ot trade. Mr. Fisher was a mem- 
ber of the Maryland club, Baltimore Country 
club, Méréhants’ club, Elkridge club, Bache- 
lors’ Cotillon club, and Junior Cotillon club. 


His wife and daughters are prominent in

‘Francis.T. Redwood, age 48, was one of the 
most popular men in Baltimore, an all around 
sportsman, clubman; and prominent in so- 
clety. He was in the stock brokerage firm 
of Lowndes & Redwood. Mr. Redwood also 
was a member of the Magyland.and Balti- 
more clubs, Baltimore Country club, Bache 
lors’ cotillion, and the Baltimore Yacht club.

Winnipeg, Man., Nov. 20.—A runaway en- 
gine in the Canadian Northern yards today 
caused two wrecks, killed two men, seriously 
injured four others, and it was only by a 
mere chance that a worse accident was 
averted.

JUDGES TO PUT THE FINISHING 
TOUCHES ON PLANS TODAY. 


City Council Chamber as the Place 
and 8 O’Clock Monday Morning as 
the Time for the Actual Inaugura- 
tion of Work—Commissions to Be 
Issued in Historie Building in 
Jackson Park — Assignment of 
Rooms Throughout City Made. 


Chips will fly today tn room 1108 Tacoma 
building, where the new judges are trying to 
hew into shape the new municipal court in 
time for business Monday morning. The 
twenty-eight membere of the new bench 
spent yesterday, for a change, with their 
families, but will resume their sessions at 11 
o'clock this morning to put the finishing 
touches upon their work. 

Judges Gemmill, Cleland, and Walker, who 
were appointed a committee to make ar- 
rangements for the formal inauguration of 
the court, have selected the city council 
chamber as the place and, probably, S o’clock 
Monday morning as the time. The mid- 
night session has been abamdoned as un- 
necessary and inconvenient. 

At this inaugural session the judges will 
receive and O. K. the bonds of bailiffs and 
clerks, and will enter a number of formal 
ordere which will have the legal effect of 
spreading the jurisdiction of the court to 
the various branches and of prescribing legal 
forms. At the close Chief Justice Harry 
Olson will read off the assignments, and the 
justices then will scatter to their places. 


Where Courts Will Be Held. 


As finally revised, the list of branch 
courts follows: 

First, or downtown district—Nine civil courts 
in the Northwestern Railway building, Lake street 
and Fifth avenue: eleven criminal courts, includ- 
ing two at the Harrison street police station, two 
at Desplaines street, one at Hast, and one at 
Went, Chicago avenue; one at Sheffield avenue. 
one at Maxwell street, one at the stockyards ” 
station, one at Thirty-fifth and Halsted streets, 
one at the Hyde Park police station. 

Second district, South Chicago police station, 
separate rooms for civil and criminal branches. 

Third district, civil branch, 404 West Sixty-third 
street; criminal branch, Eaglewood police station. 

Fourth district, civil branch at 1667 West Madi- 
eon street; cr minal branch at Warren avenue po- 
lice stafion. 

Fifth district, Logan Square, separate rooms 
for civil and criminal branches. 


Three Unassigned Justices. 


“This distribution of justices will have 
three men unassigned,’’ said Chief Justice 
Olson last night. They will be busy. for 
some time in guiding the general work of the 
court. I don’t expect myself to be free to 
hear any cases for 4 fortnight at least. The 
preliminary work to be dome is monumental.“ 

Mr. Olson sald he had nearly completed the 
assignment of justices and probably would 
announce them today.

As a result of the agitation over the un- 
precedented eongestion inside and on plat- 
forms of street cars, Chief Collins’ new 
squad of mounted police will be transformed 
today from roving free lances ifito useful 
public servants. Just how useful wma 


to be seen. 


At 7:80 o’clock this morning twenty-six 
mounted patrolmen will be detailed to beats 
in those parts of the downtown district 
where traffic congestion is greatest. It will 
be the business of these officers to keep the 
wagon traffic moving 80 as not to impede the 
progress of sireet cars around the loops. 

In State street two police horsemen will be 
detailed—one to patrol north and the other 
south from Madison street. In Madison 
street there will be two—one patrolling east 
and the other west from Clark street. In 
similar manner Harrison, Van Buren, Clark, 
Randolph, Washington, Lake, and Dearborn 
streets, and other thoroughfares containing 
car lines will be patrolled. 


Must Keep Traffic Moving. 

The squad will receive instructions to keep 
traffic moving without playing any favor- 
ites. Teamsters are not to be allowed to 
hinder the rapid progress of street cars, and, 
on the other hand, the wagons are not to 
be driven from the car tracks so long as they 
keep moving. Teamsters are not to be al- 
lowed to back their wagons up to the curb 
except where absolutely necessary, and then 
the horses mrust be kept off the car tracks. 
Recalcitrant teamsters are te be arrested. 

How this plan will work out is a matter of 
speculation among persons familiar with the 
general police incompetency in handling the 
downtown crowds. When Chief Collins was 
permitted to organize a squad of mounted 
Officers it was the understanding that they 
were to be assigned to the direction of tramo, 
as in New York. The company went into 
commission with forty mounts, fully 
equipped, two months ago, but since that 
time has scarcely} been heard of. 


One “Horseman” Gains Notice. 


No systematic assignment of the officers to 
the direction of traffic was made, and, for the 
most part, they roved the streets occupied 
with the attention they personally attracted. 
On infrequent occasions one would be seen 
in the loop district, and the only one to win 
public notice ao far in the history of the squad 
was a patrolman who was thrown from his 
steed. 

For the most part the police will have to use 
their common sense in directing traffic, for 
Chicago has no rules of the road worthy of 
the name. Compared with New York, Chi- 
cago is the teamsters’ paradise. By the local 
police teamsters are. allowed to block street 
| cars and cut across the line of traffic in mani- 
‘fold ways that the New York police do not 
tolerate an instant. An ordinance providing 
rules of the road is pending in the council. 


Dr. Doty Is Hopeful. 


“There will be no more congestion on the 
downtown loops if the mounted police. de 
their duty,” said Dr. Doty, city superin- 
tendent of transportation Their first day 
on the assignment will be a severe test, for 
Friday, is the worst day of the week for car 
congestion. It is a curious thing that there 
is much more congestion on Mondays and 
Fridays than any other days of the week... 

A kor the overcrowding: in street cars 
and the elevated trains, we can do nothing 
until thé.corporation counsel informs us of 
our powers in the matter. The opinion will 
be ready tomorrow, and then Chief Collings 
will know whether or not he can assign po- 
licemen to prevent the overcrowding of 
cars.’ 

New Ordinance May Be Passed. 

If the corporation counsel decides that po- 
lice regulation is illegal under existing ordl- 
nances Mayor Dunne favors the immediate 
possees of the Doty ordinance defining the 

imit of a street car’s capacity as 50 per cent 
ions. 

“I don't believe, however,” added the 
mayor, “that the city ought to bear the ex- 
pense of policing the elevated platforms. 
The elevated roads ought to have a sufficient 
mumber of guards on each platform to see 
that the cars are not overcrowded and to 
see that the passengers board the trains 
safely and that the gates work properly. 
If the elevated roads refuse voluntarily to 
put such regulations into effect I am in favor 
of the city compelling them to do it. If it 
is necessary to police the platforms the com- 
panies should be compelled to pay the ex- 
pense incurred by the city.“

night in the public wedding of Capt. Robert

turned out in such numbers that the police 
had to call attention to the building ordi- 
nance and close the doors in the faces of sev- 
eral hundred guests, and at that the hall was 
crowded almost to suffocation.

FIRES FIVE BULLETS INTO VICTIM 
TRYING TO ENTER HOME. 


Chief of Palice Has Child at His 
Home, bat Declares She Shall Not 
Be Landed in Cell—Tragedy Due 
to Separation of Deceased from His 
Family and Then His ‘Threats

+15 year old daughter of Special Policeman 


Leander Smith, is under arrest tonight, at 
the home of Chief of Police Howland Kimball. 
charged with killing. Elmer Briggs, a resi- 
dent of Thornton. 

The circumstances of the killing were such 
that after being obliged to arrest the child. 
Chief Kimball took her to hie house, gave her 
a Thanksgiving dinner, and declared that she 
should not go to jail so long as she Was under 
his jurisdiction. 

Today's tragedy was the culmination of an 
estrangement between Briggs and his wife. 
About two weeks ago Briggs is alleged to 
have deserted his wife, leaving her without 
means to support herself and her three small 
children. Special Officer Smith took pity 
upon the destitute woman, and he and his 
wife received Mrs. Briggs and her children 
into their home, and were arranging to send 
them to the home of Mrs. Briggs’ wennn 
who lives in Niantic. 


Threatens to Make Trouble. 

This afternoon, during the absence of 
Smith, Briggs arrived at the Smith house and 
demanded admission, which was refused by 
Charles Halliday? a colored cook, the only 
man about the premises at the time. Briggs 
threatened to make trouble and Halliday 
started to bring Chief of Police Kimball to 
the scene, leaving in the house Mrs. Briggs 
and her children, Mrs. Smith, and Ethel. 
The women and children, fearing that Briggs 
would force an entrance, locked all the doors 
and windows and built barricades of chairs 

Ethel procured her father’s revolver. As 
soon as Halliday was out of sight Briggs 
again demanded admittance. This being re- 
fused, he drew a carving knife from beneath 
his coat and cut away the netting from the 
screen on the front door. He then smashed 
a pane of glass in the door, reached his arm 
on the inside, turned the key in the lock, and 
threw back the bolt. 


Fires Five Bullets Into Him. 

As he started to enter the house Pthel 
warned him that she would shoot. Briggs 
paid no attention to the child's words, and, as 
he forced the door open, the little girl fired 
two shots at him, both bullets lodging in 
his body. Briggs hesitated for a moment, and 
then kept om.

Only Politically Interested. 

It will be seen from these facts that there is 
in Wyoming a combination in the general land 
office which has been enabled to run things 
there pretty much its own way for a long 
time. It is quite possible this combination is 
a political one, and that it has not utilized 
its power to cover up or to assist any frauds 
upon the government. 

The affidavits and testimony thus far in 
the hands of Secretary Hitchcock merely 
tend to show that Senators Warren and 
Clark used their influence as such senators 
to stop Inspector Myendorff when he began 
prosecuting his inquiries into the sale of the 
alleged coal lands fraudulently acquired in 
the interest of the Union Pacific railroad. 

The affidavits themselves clearly state that 
this interference was based on political 
grounds only, it being alleged that Senator 
Warren said he wished the investigation 
stopped because if it was continued the 
Union Pacific road would be hostile to Sen- 
ator Clark, and might possibly prevent his re- 
election. 

Senator Clark began an entirely new term 
on March 4, 1905. Since that time he has 
not been in the slightest danger of losing his 
seat in the senate through the hostility of the 
Union Pacific. The interference of Senator 
Warren seems to have continued none the 
less. His term of office expires next March, 
and, hence, it is supposed he did not wish the 
land frauds investigated too closely for fear 
it might interfere with his own seat in the 
senate. a 


Roosevelt Ordered Inquiry. 

When President Roosevelt withdrew all the 
coal lands from public settlement it was be- 
cause he was fully aware of the scandalous 
condition of things in Colorado, Utah, and 
Wyoming. 
dence, too, in regard to the fencing in of pub- 
lic lands, but as this concerns merely the tem- 
porary use of wild land, and has been resorted 
to by cattlemen for a generation, he was not 
much stirred up over it. The reports in re- 
gard to the coal lands, however, indicated 
wholesale frauds perpetrated by some one 
who knew what he was doing, and whocould 
not have operated so openly and so exten- 
sively without the codperation of persons in 
the government service who held important 
positions. 

To get at the bottom of the matter, Secre- 
tary Hitchcock, after a conference with 
President Roosevelt, determined to let the 
investigation proceed along several different 
lines. The interstate commerce commission 
is acting upon the direct order of the prest- 
dent. It is seeking to examine men only as 
witnesses, and hes persistently refrained 
from calling those who may later on be prose- 
cuted criminally in court. 

When the commission gets through tts in- 
vestigation, the testimony it develops, to- 
gether with the testimony of the inspectors 
of the land office, who have been at work un- 
der the personal direction of Secrétary 
Hitchcock, and who are not now reporting to 
Commissioner Richards, will be submitted to 
the grand juries in the different stat s. and it 
indictments are found they will be prosecuted 
in the federal courts, no matter whether the 
persons indicted are senators, congr-esmen, 
cabinet officers, subordinate officials, railroad 


men, or private citizens.

' WASTED TIME, 

On te 13th of September one of ‘the 
twenty-six Cook county judges began an 
enforced vacation which ended only yas- 
terday. It ended with the completion of 
the jury in the Shea case. For eleven 
weeks the judge has been a helpless and 
impatient spectator of the effort to fill a’ 
jury box with twelve men acceptable 
alike to prosecution and defense. He has 
been silent while lawyers wrangled. He 
has drawn his pay, but has done no real 
work. Under happier auspices he pelle: 
have been able to dispose of about a hun- 
dred cases, and would have telt that he 
had earned his money and been of some 
use to litigant bumanity. His present 
feeling must be that while his position is 
more respectable than that of a referee in 
a prize fight, or a baseball umpire, be has 
less voice in the legal game which goes 
on before him than they have in the con- 
tests they oversee. 

The Shea case is conspicuous for the 
waste of judicial time. There are thou- 
sands of other cases which do not ‘attract 


le attention which take up as many 


days as they ought to take hours. It the 
Shea trial were to be held in England it 
would take from two to three days. If 
such cases were to be treated there as 
they are in Chicago it would be imposs!- 
ble for twenty-two judges to do the court 
work of England and Wales. Several 
hundred new judgeships would have to be 
created at once. 

“While twenty-two judges serve a popu- 
lation of 42,000,000 and keep close up 
with their work, twenty-six judges have 
been striving to attend to the litigation of 
2,000,000 people and are three years be- 
hind. The people may be a little more 
litigious here than in England. The Cook | 
county judges may not de so “capable as 
the English ones. The chief reason why 
they are swamped with work is that they 
are fettered by laws and rulings which 
compel them to waste their time.

“The creation of a periodic congress or 
parliament of the nations, either by making 
The Hague conference itself permanent, pe- 
riodic, and automatic, or in whatever other 
way the wisdom of the conference may deter- 
mine. 

“The limitation and, if possible, the re- 
duction of armaments by international 
agreement. 

“The creation of an international commis- 
sion for the codification of the generally ac- 
cepted principles of international law and 
the study and development of these principles 
about which there is disagreement; thus rais- 
ing the law of nations to a higher status than 
it now occupies, and making it a true body of 
world law for the better guidance of inter- 
national relations hereafter. 

“ Provision that differences which nations 
exclude from arbitration, the cause affecting 
vital interests or national honor, shall, before 
recourse to hostilities, be referred for ¢xami- 
nation to a commission of inquiry, who shall 
make a public report of their judgment 
thereon.

The Illinois constitution of 1848 pro- 
j vided that no judge of the Supreme or 
Circuit court should be eligible to any 
| other office, state or federal, during the 
term for which he wae elected and for 
one year thereafter. All votes givem any 
of them by the general assembly or the 
people were declared void. Lyman Trum- 
bull was elected a judge in 1852 for four 
years and resigned after serving a year. 
When he was elected to the senate in 
1857, less than five years after he was 
elected judge, he wag ineligible under the 
Illinois constitution. The point was 
raised when he took his seat in the senate 
that he was ineligible, but that body, 
though a majority of its members were 
politically opposed to Mr. Trumbull, held 
that his right to his seat was clear. 

The senate held in that case, as it has 
in others, that, the qualifications of a sen- 
ator are prescribed by the federal consti- 
tution and that a state cannot enlarge or 
restrict them. Any, man who can get the 
necessary number of votes is eligible if 
he is 30 years old, has been a citizen of 
the United States for nine years, and is 
when élected an inhabitant of the state 
from which he is chosen. Men have been 
refused seats because they did not com- 
ply with some one of these conditions, but 
not because of some void provision of a 
state constitution. 

It may not be expedient for the gov- 
ernor of Michigan to seek the sevatorship. 
It may not be expedient for the governor 
of New Jersey, whose constitution has a 
provision similar to that of Michigan, to 
attempt to be elected senator. If elected 
they will be entitled to their seats in spite 
of the provisions of state constitutions.

The count is the grandson of Napoleon 
III.'s famou® minister of police, who was the 
chief author and engineer of the coup d’état 
by means of which Napoleon III. secured 
the possession of the throne. While the 
count de Maupas was one of the most pecunl- 
arily honest of all the men who played a 
prominent réle in the entourage of Napoleon, 
and died a poor man, he was, nevertheless, 
more bitterly execrated than any other of 
the statesmen of the second empire, for he 
was helq. responsible not merely for the thou- 
sands of lives lost during the clearing of the 
streets of Paris by the troops during those 
sanguinary days of the Ist and 2d of Decem- 
ber which inaugurated the reign of the em- 
peror but was also regarded as accountable 
for the subsequent tyranny of the authorities 
with regard to political suspects and for the 
imprisonment and deportation to the penal 
settiements of many thousands of their num- 
ber. 

Napoleon, in fact, ended by becoming 
alarmed at the hatred excited by De Maupas, 
relieved him of hie duties as minister of 
police, and sent him abroad to Russia and 
to Constantinople as ambaseador. After the 
fall of the empire De Maupas withdrew to 
England, where his son married, and his 
grandson was born and reared. The young 
count de Maupas passed the necessary ex- 
aminations for a commission in the English 
army, but was rejected by the medical au- 
thorities on account of defective eyesight,

HONORS TO J. HENNESSEY. 


Youngster Outrides Gannon on 
St. Valentine, In Second; 
Nose Finish in Fifth.

New Orleans, La., Nov. 20. [Special. 1— 
Duplicating their success of inaugural day, 
Burlew and O'Nell today captured the 
Thanksgiving Day handicap with Juggler, 
Which with Belmere was coupled as the stu- 
ble entry. St. Valentine finished second, 
with Jack Dolan third. The honors of the 
contest, which was a stirring one from flag 
fal to finish, were with the lightweight rider, 
James Hennessey, who on Juggler clearly 
outrode Gannon on the better horse, St. Val- 
entine. 

It was a record breaking crowd which saw 
some magnificent racing. Grand stand. 
lawns, and betting ring were crowded be- 
yond comfort, while even the infleld was 
filled with carriages and spectators. 

Belmere’s clever victory in the Inaugural 
handicap and Juggler’s subsequent easy win 
made them the choice for the stake event. 
Belmere, with Nicol in the saddle, was looked 
on as most likely to carry the stable's colors 
to the fore, but it remained for Juggler to 
win the second stake of the meeting to the 
credit of the eastern owners. 


Juggler Off in Front. 

Getting away to a perfect start Juggler 
quickly was sent to the front by Hennessey. 
Nicol with Belmere at once dropped in be- 
hind, with St. Valentine in third position, 
Hannibal] Bey leading the others. Rounding 
the far turn Belmere unexpectedly began to 
let go, and from this point on dropped rapidly 
out of the contention, to finish an absolute 
last. Juggler showed the way into the 
stretch, where St. Valentine challenged and 
forged into the lead. Up to within a few 
strides of the wire victory seemed assured for 
Capt. Capo's horse, but Hennessey, not to be 
denied and riding a determined and brilliant 
finish, made Gannon look like a tyro in the 
closing strides, landing his mount under the 
wire by the shortest of heads. 

A nose up and a nose down decided the win- 
ner in the fifth race. It was J. W. O'Neill's 
nose that was down in the final stride, and the 
judges awarded him first place over Quinn 
Brady, whfch had shown the way to the last
